DISCUSSION OF THE AMENDMENT 
Claim 3 has been amended into independent form. Claims 1 and 2 have thus been 

cancelled as redundant. In addition, the term "high molecular" has been changed to —resin--, 

as supported in the specification beginning at page 9, line 1 . 
Claims 4, 6, 7, and 9 have been cancelled. 

New Claims 21-26 have been added, and are supported by original Claims 1-3, 5, 8 
and 10, respectively, and are drawn to a method of use. 
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
